Doctor's Weird Contraption 
Is Pirates' Secret Weapon

FORT MYERS, Fia.— (NEA)—A mar. with a flannel-red sports 
shirt, a short crew-cut flecked with gray and a sun squint is 
working obscurely at the Pittsburgh Pirates’ training base to 
d estroy one of the canards of sports— that certain men are 
injurv’ prone. 
“It’s b u n k ,” says Dr. Jay Bender in lay language. 
Bender is a Ph. D. (“poor hearts doctor,” he calls himself! 
and a professor at Southern Illinois University. 
He saved the baseball career of Gene Baker. 


BENDER'S HELD IS MUSCULAR RESEARCH, and Baker’s 
field was bending for ground balls until a knee operation three 
years ago left him so weak in that hinge that he was reduced 
to scouting talent. 
Last vcar. Bender, who devotes half his professorial 
career to research, talked the Pirates into letting him set 
up a wooden apparatus in the dressing room at Terry Park 
in Fort Myers that looks like a cross between a medieval 
rack and a big ski boot holder. 
“It's a multiple angle testing machine,” expounds Bender, 
who invented it. 
It could open up an entire new field of knowledge in the vital 
area of phvsicai fitness. Bender, who emphasizes he is not a 
doctor and says he’s only giving therapists a tool, can pin-point 
muscular weakness by the various stresses and pulls to which 
he subjects a player on his machine. 


WHEN PAUL GIEL, the All-America football back from 
Mim> ota who was here with the Pirates last spring, took the 
test. Bender located an old gridiron injury in his left leg. 
For Baker, with a stiff knee, he found the weak muscle 
groups and prescribed exercises to build their strength. 
“Static contraction exercises,’.’ explained Gene knowledge­ 
ably, demonstrating how in one instance he simply sat on a 
chair, extended his affected leg straight out and simply flexed 
his foot. The remarkable thing is that only 18 seconds of exer­ 
cise are required daily for each muscle group. 
The work is not without risks. Bender extended his tests 
to football last year with the San Francisco Forty Miners. 
Joe Perry, veteran fullback (since traded to Baltimore), 
pulled a leg muscle the same day he took the test and still 
* blames the machine. 
“Sure.” says Bender, “it was the first day of practice, and 
he went out right after and showed a bunch of the rookies how- 
fast he was. No wonder he pulled a muscle.”

Is Pirates' Secret Weapon

FORT MYERS, Fia.—(NEA)—A mar. with a flanncl-red sports 
shirt, a short crew-cut flecked with gray and a sun squint is 
working obscurely at the Pittsburgh Pirates’ training base to 
destroy one of the canards of sports—that certain men are 
injury prone.

Bender is a Ph. D. (“poor hearts doctor,” he calls himself! 
and a professor at Southern Illinois University.

BENDER S FIELD IS MUSCULAR RESEARCH, and Baker’s 
field was bending for ground balls until a knee operation three 
years ago left him so weak in that hinge that he was reduced 
to scouting talent. 
Last year, Bender, who devotes half his professorial 
career to research, talked the Pirates into letting him set 
up a wooden apparatus in the dressing room at Terry Park 
in Fort Myers that looks like a cross between a medieval 
rack and a big ski boot holder. 
“It s a multiple angle testing machine ” expounds Bender, 
who invented it. 
It could open up an entire new field of knowledge in the vital 
area of physical fitness. Bender, who emphasizes he is not a 
doctor and says he’s only giving therapists a tool, can pin-point 
muscular weakness by the various stresses and pulls to which 
he subjects a player on his machine. 


WHEN PAUL GIEL, the All-America football back from 
Minn«* ota who was here with the Pirates last spring, took the 
test, Bender located an old gridiron injury in his left leg 
For Baker, with a stiff knee, he found the weak muscle 
groups and prescribed exercises to build their strength. 
“Static contraction exercises,” explained Gene knowledge­ 
ably, demonstrating how in one instance he simply sat on a 
chair, extended his affected leg straight out and simply flexed 
his foot. The remarkable thing is that only 18 seconds of exer­ 
cise are required daily for each muscle group. 
The work Is not without risks. Bender extended his tests 
to football last year with the San Francisco Forty Niners, 
Joe Perry, veteran fullback (since traded to Baltimore), 
pulled a leg muscle the same day he took the test and still 
* blames the machine. 
“Sure,” says Bender, “it was the first day of practice, and 
he went out right after and showed a bunch of the rookies how 
fast he was. No wonder he pulled a muscle.’* 


DON GROSS. THE SOUTHPAW, last spring popped a muscle 
in his groin during the test and pitched with a truss. 
“You can t blame a hernia on the apparatus,” says Bender 
“You determine how hard you’ll pull.” 
The lesson he did learn was to wait until the athletes had 
worked out their preliminary soreness after reporting before 
asking them to get on the rack. Now this weird contraption is 
the world champions’ secret weapon.
